Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1964. 

To: 

The  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  Burry  Port  Urban  District  Council. 

Although  the  year  as  a whole  was  a reasonably  healthy  one, 
the  statistics  for  births  and  deaths  compared  unfavourably  with  the 
national  average.  The  Infant  mortality  statistics  were  however  better 
than  the  national  average.  Live  Births  exceeded  deaths  in  the  area 
by  5. 

The  housing  programmes  of  the  Council  are  proceeding  steadily. 
The  Council  owned  occupied  dwellings  at  the  end  of  the  year  numbered 
535,  which  is  equivalent  to  27,5%  of  the  dwellings  in  the  area. 

Mr.  H.V.L.  Thomas  began  in  July  1964  as  Public  Health 
Inspector  for  Burry  Port  U.D.C.  and  the  Kidwelly  Borough  Councils. 

I should  like  to  thank  him,  the  council  staff  and  the  chairman  and 
members  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation,  assistance  and  guidance 
during  the  year.

INFECTIOUS  DISUSES . The  following  notifications  of  Infectious 
Diseases  were  made  during  the  year:- 

54  Measles;  1 Dysentery;  3 Whooping  C .ugh.  . 

The  Dysentery  notification  was  of  an  8 years  old  female. 

Faeces  specimens  were  submitted  for  Bacteriological  Examination 
from  the  mother  and  3 children  (aged  7 years,  4 years,  and 
13  months)  which  resulted  in  Shigella  sonnei  being  isolated  on 

culture . 

This  was  a single  family  outbreak  and  no  other  cases  were 
notified  for  investigation. 

Source  of  infection  unknown  following  investigation. 

FOOD  POISONING. 

During  the  epidemic  oftyphoid  fever  in  Aberdeen  this  year 
investigations  were  made,  in  July,  at  all  food  shops,  stores, 
warehouses  and  canteens  in  an  endeavour  to  locate  stocks  of  6 lbs. 
cans  of  corned  beef  and  tongue  (imported  from  Argentina)  believed 
to  be  associated  with  the  outbreak.  Information  as  to  identification 
of  the  cans  was  supplied  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  None  were 
found  to  have  been  delivered  within  the  Urban  area. 

LEAD  POISONING. 

Following  press  reports,  which  appeared  in  July,  of  an  incident 
of  lead  poisoning  in  the  Midlands  enquiries  were  made  at  all  shops 
selling  toys.  The  plastic  toys  (made  in  Hong  Kong)  with  a high  lead 
content  and  which  were  believed  to  be  similar  to  those  associated

MISS  RADIOGRAPHY. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  did  not  visit  the  area  during  the 
year.  Facilities  are  available  for  Chest  X-Ray  daily  at  Singleton 
Park  Hospital,  Swansea  and  on  Mondays,  except  for  the  month  of 
August  and  Bank  Holidays,  at  the  Ode  .n  Cinema  grounds  Llanelly. 

BLOOD  TRANSFUSION  SERVICE. 


The  National  Blood  Transfusion  Service  visited  Carmarthen 
Bay  Power  Station  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  donations  received  were  146.  This  compares 
with  a figure  of  157  the  previous  year,  and  146  for  1962. 

Regular  sessions  for  the  general  public  are  held  at  the 
neighbouring  town  of  Llanelly.  Most  people  can  donate  blood 
to  the  "Blood  Bank??  and  the  amount  of  blood  taken  is  quickly  restorec 
from  the  T*odvTs  reserve  which  is  replaced  in  a matter  of  days. 

With  the  everlasting  and  ever  increasing  need  for  blood,  I appeal 
that,  in  fueure,  more  people  will  donate  blood  for  this  most 
worthy  and  needy  cause. 

The  figures  of  useage  of  blood,  in  the  hospitals  serving  the 
area,  reveal  that  the  donations  received  from  the  area  are  not 
enough  to  meet  the  needs,  which  are  increasing  year  by  year.

WaTER  SUPPLY.  Prior  to  the  setting  up  of  the  Llanelly  & District 
Water  Board,  on  1st  October,  1962  the  Urban  area  purchased  its 
reauirements  of  water  from  neighbouring  authorities’  supplies. 
These  supplies  now  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Water  Board 
the  constituent  Authorities  being  Llanelly  Borough,  Llanelly  Rural 
District,  Burry  Port  Urban  District  and  Kidwelly  Borough  Councils. 

The  de-scaling  of  the  main  supplying  Burry  Port  was  completed 
during  the  year.
